1 . Acknowledgment is made of applicant's claim for foreign priority based on an

It is 
noted, however, that applicant has not filed a certified copy of the PCT/EP02/04710

information Disclosure StatemenfYhe listing of references in the specification is not a

proper information disclosure statement. 37 CFR 1 .98(b) requires a list of all patents, 
publications, or other information submitted for consideration by the Office, and MPEP 
§ 609 A (1) states, "the list may not be incorporated into the specification but must be 
submitted in a separate paper." Therefore, unless the references have been cited by 
the examiner on form PTO-892, they have not been considered. 



3. The information disclosure statement filed 24 October 2003 fails to comply with 
37 CFR 1 .98(a)(2), which requires a legible copy of each U.S. and foreign patent; each 
publication or that portion which caused it to be listed; and all other information or that 
portion which caused it to be listed. It has been placed in the application file, but a 
portion of the information referred to therein (namely the international search report) has 
not been considered.

4. The drawings are objected to under 37 CFR 1 .83(a). The drawings must show 
every feature of the invention specified in the claims. Therefore, the "at least two 
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working crown plies... crossed from one ply to the next", "the plies having widths at least 

equal to 50% of the width of the tread", "two protection crown plies... crossed from one

ply to the next", "at least two layers... parallel to one another in each layer", and "the

gxial widths of the two layers being at least equal to the width of the narrower working 
ply" as set forth in lines 3-4, 4-5, 5-6, 8-9, and 9-10, respectively of claim 1 ; and "the 
tiextile monofilaments being crossed from one layer to the next at angles between 50-60 
degrees" as set forth in claim 2 must be shown or the feature(s) canceled from the 
claim(s). No new matter should be entered. 

A proposed drawing correction or corrected drawings are required in reply to the 
Office action to avoid abandonment of the application. The objection to the drawings 
will not be held in abeyance.

Specification 

5. The disclosure is objected to because of the following informalities: In lines 19 
and 29 of page 2, and lines 6 and 1 3 of page 5, the first letter of each word in the 
sentence is spaced from the rest of its corresponding word. 

Appropriate correction is required.

Claim Objections 

7. Claims 1-2 are objected to because of the following informalities: In lines 2 and 5 
of claim 1 , the term "above" should be replaced with the term --outwards- or an 
equivalent to more clearly describe the invention. 

In lines 4, 8, and 9 of claim 1 , one of the terms in the phrase "the said" should be 
removed, due to the fact that the terms are equivalent, and as such are redundant. 
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In line 1 of claim 2, the first letter of each word in the sentence is spaced from the 

riest of its corresponding word.

8. The following is a quotation of the second paragraph of 35 U.S.C. 1 1 2: 

The specification shall conclude with one or more claims particularly pointing out and distinctly 
claiming the subject matter, which the applicant regards as his invention. 

9. Claims 1-4 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 112, second paragraph, as being 
indefinite for failing to particularly point out and distinctly claim the subject matter which 
applicant regards as the invention. Claim 1 is indefinite due to the fact that it is unclear 
what element of the invention is being referred to by the term "it" in line 2 of the claim. 

10. Claim 1 recites the limitations "its ungrooved portion", "the narrower working ply" 
in lines 7 and 10, respectively. There is insufficient antecedent basis for these 

limitations in the claim.

1 1 . Claim 4 recites the limitation "the ungrooved portion" in line 3. There is 
insufficient antecedent basis for this limitation in the claim. 

Allowable Subject Matter 

1 2. Claims 1 -4 would be allowable if rewritten or amended to overcome the 
rejection(s) under 35 U.S.C. 112, second paragraph, set forth in this Office action.
